4, An underground air raid shelter at Kuenyinshen ($f) 4 Ji +), in the Canton 
area, is capable of holding 3,000 persons. Construction was started in August 
1950 and was completed in late Jamary 1951 by 10,000 civilian laborers. in 
nidslarch a special pormit from Canton municipal authorities was required for 
entry inte the shelter. The entrances to this shelter are as follows: one 
beside a water tower on tho soutiwest side of Kuanyinshan opening onto 
Chunghua (‘f #& ) Road North, one under the SUN Yat-son Monument opening 
onto the rear of SUN Yat-sen Liemorial Ilall, one at the end of lisiaopes (-J1 4E_ ) 
Road, anf one cn the northeast side of Kuanyinshan opening onto Yuehhsiu (2% A ) 
Road North.

CHENG and Ko-li-lo-esu stayed at tho residence 
of YEU Chien~ying, in Tungshan, the eastern suburbs of Canton. 


Between 22 and 25 larch 5 P-Sl's arrived at Uhite Cloud Airfield. On 26 
March 78 boxes of airplane parts arrived at the Hsits'un (@ 4] ) railroad 
station, Canton, by rail from Ilankow. They were immediately sent to a ware~- 
house at Jhite Cloud Airfield. Martial law was imposed on Canton while the 
boxes were being transported to the airfield from the railroad station. 


Chinese Communist authorities in Canton arc planning to build one or tao 
storage depots at the base of a hill at the north end of shite Cloud Airfield 
and an underground railroad between the field and the depots. Sach depot is 
to have the capacity for 50,000 tons of bombs. In mid-llarch Sovist advisers 
were helping Chinese Commmists survey the area for the construction of the 
depots and railroad. 


On 25 March air activities in the Dairen area were as follows: 


a Approximately 60 YAK aircraft are at Chinhsien (121-3, 39-07) airficld. 
Approximately 10 of these planes fly training missions every Saturday.
